WHITE Recreation (2 Homeruns per game)

Teams in this level are built with players that have knowledge

of the game and have skills of the game but are not able to
consistently display those skills on a regular basis. Teams lack
consistent offensive or defensive strategies and/or abilities, team
is average on defense and offense. Teams in this league may be
building to move up to the next level.

Note: Homeruns over the limit are outs. ’
RED Recreation (1 Homerun per game)

Teams in this level are built for the recreational aspect of softball.

These players lack consistent knowledge and skills of offensive
and defensive tactics. Many of these teams are work teams or
beginners. Teams are made up of players with knowledge of the
skills, but do not demonstrate the consistency or continuity in
offensive or defensive strategies or skills.

SAFETY TIP 101

Safety Slogan To Live By: “If you see it (lightning) - FLEE IT. If you hear it (thunder) - CLEAR IT.”

Your safety is our first priority. Lightning is dangerous because it is random and unpredictable. Please read, learn and teach
others to follow these lightning safety tips. Lightning often precedes rain, so do not wait for the rain to start to suspend activities.
Be prepared to act quickly. When you hear thunder, begin to plan your lightning defense. Can you get to a car or building
quickly? Can you get 100 yards away from all metal objects? A typical distance from strike A to Strike B to Strike C can range
from .5 to 2.5 miles. Plan your evacuation and take appropriate safety measures.

If OUTDOORS...

- Avoid water.

If INDOORS...
- Avoid water.
- Stay away from open doors and windows.

- Avoid all metal objects including electric wires, fences, golf clubs,
machinery, motors, power tools, ...

- Unsafe places include golf carts, tents, open-sided rain shelters,
small boats, and underneath isolated trees.

- Avoid high ground and open space.

- Hang up the telephone and take off headsets. Lightning may strike

- electric and telephone lines and induce shock.

- Turn off and stay away from appliances, computers, power tools, TV,
remain inside until the storm has passed.

- When possible, find shelter in a building or fully enclosed vehicle
such as a car, truck or van with the windows completely shut.

If lightning strikes nearby, you should:

- Avoid direct contact with people.

- Remove all metal objects from your person.

- Crouch down, with feet together and hands on knees.

If a nearby person is injured from lightning, give first aid only if you are qualified to do so. An injured person does not carry an
electrical change and can be handled safely. Call 911 and send for help immediately.

- Failure to have the required number of players to play an entire game.
- Team no-shows.

A forfeiting team must pay a $20 fine and the officiating fees for both teams to the Sports Office prior to its next scheduled game. At its
next scheduled game, the team will be required to show a receipt to the site supervisor prior to taking the field. No further notification
to pay this fine will be given. A team with two forfeits may be dropped from the league without a refund.

EJECTED PLAYERS: Our program goals are the pursuit of recreation and fair play, but every season players are ejected and
sometimes
suspended for the year for unsportsmanlike conduct. Arguing judgment calls with the official will result in ejection from the game.
Unsportsmanllke behavior and profanity will not be tolerated.
- Ejected players will sit-out for the next two scheduled AND played games, in addition to the game from which they were disqualified
or ejected.

- $25 fine will be imposed upon the player.

- Before an ejected player is allowed to play again, a “paid” receipt (for the $25 fine) issued by the Sports Office must be presented to
the site supervisor. Failure to pay the fine and/or present a receipt will result in further suspended play. Paying the fine does not
negate the two-game suspension.

- If the ejected player does not pay the fine within the two-weeks, the team must assume responsibility for the fine, regardless of
whether or not the ejected player is going to continue playing with the team. Failure to pay the fine will result in forfeit and/or other
penalties.

- An ejected player may not coach in the game in which he/she has been ejected.

- During the two-game suspensions, the ejected player may act only as a spectator.

- Depending upon demeanor and attitude, a disqualified or ejected player may be asked to leave the playing area.

- Depending on the severity of the behavior, players may receive additional penalties.
